Dr. Hui Shih Speaks On 
Philosphy Of Chinese People

Peter Hui Shih, minister of 
the ‘Chinese Congregational 
Church of Boston. 

Dr. Hui Shih spoke on the 
philosophy of the Chinese 
people in relation to their ev- 
ery-day life. 

There are four ‘‘pictures’’ 
that are always seen in China. 
They are universal words and 
are the basic teachings of Con- 
fucious. These teachings are 
lived now, as they were when 


Confucious was alive. These 
‘pictures’ are: patience, St- 
lence, respect, and gratefulness. 

Dr. Shih also enlightened 
us on the Chinese school sys- 
tem; the average way of life, 
and average income. 

The lecture was both mean 
ingful and educational, giving 
an important insight into the 
reasons for the differences be- 
tween the Oriental and Occi- 
dental ways of life. We are in

510,000

The Asian And The 


Threat Of Nuclear War

To the average Asian, the 
threat of an atomic war does 
not exist. This ‘‘naive’’ atti- 
tude may be attributed to 
three factors: these are illiter- 
acy, poverty, and _ religious 
culture. 

The Asian's ‘innocence’ 
about the destructive potential 
of the hundred megaton bomb 
Polaris Missile or a Minute- 
man is due to his illiteracy. Be- 
cause of his lack of education, 
he cannot visualize the vapor- 
ization of a metropolis like 
New York with all its indus- 
trial might. After all, what 
does New York represent to 
him when he has not even 
seen a steel mill? 

Secondly, he is living on a 
day to day basis. Mass poverty 
is worse than slavery, for pov- 
erty knows no emancipation. 
The Asian knows that his 
bondage will cease only when 
the existing economic system 
around him changes for the 


better. Therefore, even if he 
realized that a nuclear war 
means the loss of everything, 
what does he have to lose? If 
political freedom is more prec- 
ious than life itself, wouldn't 
the freedom from fear and 
want be more precious still? 

Finally, the third factor 
that keeps the Asian mind ne- 
bulous of the threat of the 
atom; whether he be one of 
the ‘“‘masses’’ or one of the 
“intelligentia’’, is his religion 
and culture. With the empha- 
sis placed upon the escape from 
ths materialistic world, he is 
not as interested in the preser- 
vation of ‘‘things’’ than in at- 
taining the state of nothing- 
ness, Moksha or Nirvana. 

‘Therefore, without really 
understanding or caring about 
the consequences of a nuclear 
war, the average Asian might 
dismiss it with a shrug or 
nonchalantly ignore it and 
follow the way dharma, or 
the moral obligation of man 
to himself and his society.
